able to hold out againit an Enemy 
fuperior to themfelves. But, my Lords, 
I am far from believing, that they con- 
fider the War againft us as an Advan- 
tage, or that they do not lament it as 
one’ of the heavieft Calamities that 
could fall upon them.

The fame Licentioufnefs of Speech 
has not, indeed, been extended to all 
the Princes mentioned in this Debate. 
The Emperor has been treated with 
remarkable Decency as the lawful So- 
vereign of 4/lemannu, as one who can 
not be oppofed without Rebellion, and 
againfl whom we therefore cannot ex- 
peat that the Troops of Hanevro fhould 
prefume to act, fince they muft expofe 
their Country to the Severities of the 
Imperial Interdit.

Iam, indeed, one of thofe whom 
it will be difficult to convince of the 
Pr@priety of engaging ina new Wer, 
when we are unfzcceisful in that which 
we have already undertaken, and of 
provoking a more powerful Enemy, 
when all our Attempts are baffled by a 
weaker; and cannot yet fet myfelf free 
from the Apprehenfion of new Defeats 
and new Difgraces from the Arms of 
Blefufiu, after having long feen how 
little we are able to punifh the Info- 
lence of Iberia. I cannot but fear that 


the Government to hire them, ftill p by anill-timed and ufelefsOppofition to 


make it neceffary to retain them, you 
will prefer the general Happinefs of 
Degulia, the Obtervatian of publick 
Faith, and the Security of our own 
Liberties and thofe of our Pofterity, to

with which the late Meafures 
of the Government have been defend- 
ed by their Authors, Iam not yet fet 
free from the Scruples which my own 
Obfervations had raifed and which 
have been ftrengthened by the Afferti- 
ons of thofe noble Lords, who have 
{poken in Vindication of the Motion. 
Many of the Objestions which have 
been raifed and enforced with all the 


Schemes which, however deftructive or 
unjuft, we cannot obviate, we fhall fub- 
ject ourfelves to numberlefs Calamities, 
that the Ocean will be covered with 
new Fleets of Privateers, that our Com- 
merce will be interrupted in every Part 
of the World, and that we fhall only 
provoke Blefufiu to feize what fhe 
would at Jeaft have {pared fome time 
longer. 

But, my Lords, if it be granted, 
that the Pragmatick Sanétion is obliga- 
tory to us, though it is violated by every 
other Power, that we fhould labour to 
reduce the Powers of Degu/ia to an E- 
quipoife, whenever Accident or Folly 
producesany Alteration of the Balance; 
and that we are now not to preferve 
the Houfe of Auriffa from falling, but 
raife it from the Duft, and reftore it to 
its ancient Splendor, even at the Ha- 
zard of a War with that Power which 
now gives Laws to all the weftern Na- 
tions ; yet it will not furely be afferted, 
that we ought to be without Limits, 
that we ought to preferve the Houfe 


of Aurifia not only by the Danger of 


our own Country but by its certain 
Ruin, and endeavour to avert the Pof- 


fibility 
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fibility of Slavery by fubjecting our- 
felves to Miferies more fevere than the 
utmoft Arrogance of Conqueft, or the 
moft cruel Wantonnefs of Tyranny, 
would infli& upon us. 

I have obferved, that many Lords 
have expreffed in this Debate an un- 
common Ardor for the Support of the 
Queen of Hungruland, nor is it with- 
out Pleafure, that I fee the moft lauda- 
ble of all Motives, Juftice and Com- p 
paffion, operate in this great Affembly 
with fo much Force. May your Lord- 
fhips always continue to ftand the great 
Advocates for publick Faith, and the 
Patrons of true Greatnefs in Diftrefs, 
may Magnanimity always gain your 
Regard, and Calamity find Shelter un- 
der your Protection. 

Ilikewife, my Lords, defire to be re- 
membered among thofe who reverence 
the Virtues and pity the Miferies of 
this illuftrious Princefs, who look with 
Deteftation on thofe who have invaded D 
the Dominions which they had obliged 
themfelves by folemn Treaties to de- 
fend, and who have taken Advantage 
of the general Confederacy againft her, 
to enrich themfelves with her Spoils, 
who have infulted her Diftrefs and ag- E 
gravated her Misfortunes. 

But, my Lords, while I feel all thefe 
Sentiments of Compaffion for the Queen 
of Hungruland,-1 have not yet been 
able to forget, that my own Country 
claims a nearer Regard, that I am ob- 
liged both by Intereft and Duty to pre- F 
ferve myfelf and my Pofterity and my 
Fellow-fubje&ts from thofe Miferies 
which I lament; when they happen to 
others, however diftant, I cannot but 
remember, that I am not to fave an- 
other from Deftruction by deftroying 
myfelf, nor to refcue Auria by the 
Ruin of Lilliput.

Nor does any Thing remain in order ta 
evince the Impropriety of the Meafures 
which we are about to perfue, but 
that every Lord may reckon up theSum 
required for theSupport of thofeTroops. 
Let him take a View of our mili- 
tary Eftimates, and he will quickly be 
convinced, how much we are condem- 
ned to fuffer in this Caufe. He will 
find, that we areabout not only to remit 
yearly into a foreign Country more 
than a Million and a half of Money, 


but to hazard the Lives of Multitudes c 


of our Fellow-fubjects, in a Quarrel 
which at moft affeéts us but remotely ; 
that we are about to incur as Auxili- 
aries an Expence greater than that 
which the Principals fuftain. 

The Sum which I have mentioned, 
my Lords, enormous as it may appear, 
is by no Means exaggerated beyond the 
Truth. Whoever fhall examinethe com- 
mon military Eftimates, will eafily be 
convinced, that the Ferces which we 
now maintain upon the Continent can- 
not be fupported at lefs Expence ; and 
that we are therefore about to exhautft 
our Country in a diftant Quarrel and to 
lavifh our Blood and Treafure with ufe- 
lefs Profufion. 

This Profufion, my Lords, is ufe- 
lefs, at leat ufelefs to any other End, 
than an oftentatious Difplay of our 
Forces, and our Riches; not becaufe 
the Balance of Power is irrecoverably 
deftroyed, not becaufe it is contrary to 
the natural Intereft of an Ifland to en- 


age in Wars on the Continent, nor G 


ecaufe we fhall lofe more by the Di- 
minution of our Commerce, than we 
fhall gain by an annual Victory : It is 
ufelefs, not becaufe the Power of Bée- 
Jufcu has by long Negligence been fuf- 
fered to {well beyond all Oppofition, 
nor becaufe the Queen of Hungruland 
ought not to be affiited at the Hazard 
of this Kingdom, though all thefe Rea. 
fons are of Importance enqugh to claim 
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our Confideration. It is ufelefs, my 
Lords, becayfe the Queen of Huagra- 
land may be aflifted more powerfully, 
at lefs Charge, becaufe, a third Part 
of this Sum will enable her toraife,and 
to maintain, a greater Body of Men 
than have now been fent her. 

Nor will the Troops which fhe may 
be thus enabled to raife, my Lords, be 
only more numerous, but more likely 
to profecute the War with Ardour ; 
and to conclude it therefore with Suc, 
cefs. They will fight for the Prefer- 
vation of their own Country, they will 
draw their Swords to defend their 
Houfes and their Eftates, their Wives 
and their Children from the Rage of 
Tyrants and Invaders, they will enter 
the Field as Men who cannot leave it 
to their Enemies without refigning all 


- that makes Life valuable; and who 


will therefore more willingly dye than 
turn their Backs. 

It may reafonably be imagined, my 
Lords, that the Queen will place more 
Confidence in fuch Forces, than in 
Troops which are ta fight only for 
Honour or for Pay, and that the will 
expect from the Affection of her own 


E Subjeéts a Degree of Zeal and Can- 


ftancy which fhe cannot hope to excite 
in Foreigners ; and that fhe will think 
herfelf more fecure in the Prote&tion of 
thofe whofe Fidelity the may fecure by 
the Solemnity of an Oath, than thofe 
who have no particular Regard for her 
Perfon, nor any Obligations to fupport 
her Government. 

It is no inconfiderable Motive to this 
Method of affifting our Ally, that we 
fhall entirely take away from Blefujcu 
all Pretences of Hottilities or Refent- 
ment, fince we fhall not attack her 
Troops or invade her Frontiers, but 
only furnifh the Queen of Hungruland 
with Money, without direéting her how 
to apply it. Iam far, my Lords, from 
being fo. much intimidated by the late 
Increafe of the B/ejufudian Greatnels, 
as to imagine, that no Limits can be 
fet to their Ambition. I am far from 
defpairing, that the Queen of Hungru- 
‘aud alone fupported by us with pecu- 
niary 
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niary Affiftance, may be able to reduce 
them ‘to Solicitations for Peace by 
driving them out of her Dominions, 
and perfuing them into their own. But 


as the Chance of War is always uncer- A 


tain, it is furely moft prudent to chufe 
fuch a Conduét as may exempt us from 
Danger in all Events ; and fince we are 
not certain of Conquering the Bk- 
fufudians, it is, in my Opimion, moft 


‘eligible not to provoke them, becaufe gp 


we cannot be conquered without Ruin. 

This Method is yet eligible on an- 
other Account; by preceeding with 
Frugality, we fhall gainTime toobferve 
the Progrefs of the War and watch the 
Appearance of any favourable Oppor- 
tunity without exhaufting ourfelves fo 
far as to be made unable to improve 
them. 

The Time, my Lords, at which we 
fhall be thus exhaufted, at which we 
fhall be reduced to an abfolute Inabili- 
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Support of a foreign War, and think a 
Blefufeudian Army landed on our 
Coafts not much more to be dreaded 
than the annual Payment to which we 
appear now to be condemned, and 
from which nothing can preferve us but 
the Addrefs which is now propofed. 
By what Arguments the Clinabs 
were perfuaded or by what Motives 
incited to vote a Supply for the Sup- 
port of this mercenary Force, 
not yet heard ; 
this Houfe, my Lords, was it neceflary 
for me to inquire. Their Authority, 
though mentioned with fo much So- 
lemnity on this Occafion, is to have no 


Influence on our Determinations. If @ 
they are miftaken, it is more neceflary § 


for us to enquire with uncommon Cau- 
tion: If they are corrupt, it is more 
neceflary for us to preferve our Inte- 
grity. If we are to comply blindly with 
their Decifions, our Knowledge or Ex- 


ty to raife an Army or equip a Fleet, is D perience are of no Benefit to our Coun- 


not at a great Diftance. If our late 
Profufion be for a fhort time cantinu- 
ed, we fhall quickly have drained the 
laft Remains of the Wealth of our 
Country. We have long gone on from 
Year to Year, raifing Taxes and con- 
trating Debts, and unlefs the Riches 
of Lilifut are abfolutely unlimited, 
muft in a fhort Time reduce them to 
nothing. Our Expences are not all, in- 
deed, equally deftruétive ; fome tho’ the 
Method of raifing them be vexatious 


and oppreffive, do not much impoverifh F 


the Nation, becaufe they are refunded 
by the Extravagance and Luxury of 
thofe who are retained in the Pay of 
the Court ; but foreign Wars threaten 
immediate Deftruétion, fince the Mo- 


ney that is fpent in diftant Countries ¢ 


can never fall back into its former 
Channels, but is diffipated on the Con- 
tinent and irrecoverably loft. 


When this Con‘ideration is prefent 


to my Mind, and on this Occafion no 
Man who has any Regard for himfelf 


or his Pofterity can omit it, I cannot H 


but think with Horror on a Vote by

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this important Debate, and confidered 
with the utmoft Impartiality the Argu- 
ments which have been maade ufe of on 
each fide, I cannot think the Queftion 
before us doubtful or difficult, and hope 
that I may promote a fpeedy Decifion 
of it by re-capitulating what has been 
already urged, that the Debate may be 
confider’d at one View, and by adding 
fome Obfervations which have arifen 
to my own Thoughts on this Occafion. 

At the firft View of the Queftion 
before us in its prefent State, no Man 
can find any Reafons for Prejudice in 
favour of the Addrefs propofed. ‘This 
Houfe is, indeed, yet divided, ard 
many Lords have fpoken on each fide 
with great Force and with great Ad- 
drefs; but the Authority of the other 
Houfe, added to the Numbers which 
have already declared in this for the 
Support of the foreign Troops, is fuffi- 
cient to turn the Balance, in the Opini- 
on ofany Man who contents himfelf to 
judge by the firftAppearance of Things, 
and muft incline him to imagine that 
Pofition at leaft more probable, which 
is ratified by the Determination of one 


© Houfe and yet undecided by the other. 


I know, my Lords, what may be 
objected to thefe Obfervations on the 
other Houfe, and readily agree with 
the noble Lord, that our Determinati- 
ons ought not to be influenced by 
theirs. But onthis Occafion, I intro- 
duce their Decifion not asthe Decrees 


} of Legiflators, but as the Refult of the 
© Confideration of wife Men, and in 


this Senfe it may be no lefs reafonable 
to quote the Determination of the 
Clinabs, than to introduce the Opini- 


; on of any private Man whofe Know- 


ledge or Experience give his Opinion a 
Claim to our Regard. 

Nor do I mention the Weight of 
Authority on one fide as fufficient to 
influence the private Determination of 
any in this great Affembly. It is the 
Privilege and the Duty of every Man, 


which he cannot find the Fgrce, what- 
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everEffect they may have upon others, 
and to difcharge the great Truft con- 
ferred upon him by confulting noCon- 
fcience but his own. 

Yet though we are by no Means to 
fuffer the Determinations of other Men 
to reprefs our Enquiries, we may cer- 
tainly make ufe of them, to affift them; 
we may very properly therefore in- 
quire the Reafons that induced the 
other Houfe to approve thofe Bills 
which are brought before them, fince 
it is not likely that their Confent was 
obtained without Arguments, at leaft 
probable, though they are not to be by 
us confidered as conclufive upon their 
Authority. The chief Advantage

giflature formed of feveral diftinét 
Powers, is, that all Laws muft pafs 
through many Deliberations of Afiem- 
blies independent on each other, of 
which, if the one be agitated by Faéti- 
on or diftracted by Divifions, it may 
be hoped, that the other will be calm 
and united, and ef which it can hardly 
be feared that they can at any time 
concur in Meafures apparently deftruc- 
tive to the Commonwealth. , 

But thefe Enquiries, my Lords,how- 
ever proper or neceffary, are to be 
made by us not in folemn Affemblies, 
but in our private Characters ; and 
therefore I fhall not now lay before 
your Lordfhips what I have heard from 
thofe whom I have confulted for the 
Sake of obtaining Information on. this 
important Queftion, or fhall at leaft 
not offer it as the Opinion of the Cli- 
nabs, or pretend to add to it any In- 
fluence different from that of Reafon 
and Truth. 

The Arguments which have been 
offered in this Debate for the Motion, 
are indeed fuch as do not make any 
uncommon Expedients neceffary, they 
will not drive the Advocates for the 
late Meafures to feek a Refuge in Au- 
thority inftead of Reafon.

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The moft plaufible Objeftion, my 
Lords, is, that the Meafures to which 
your Approbation is now defired, were 
concerted and executed without the 
Concurrence of the Senate; and it is 
therefore urged, that they cannot now 
deferve our Approbation, becaufe it 
was not afked, at the proper Time. 

In order to anfwer this Objection, 
my Lords, it is neceflary to confider it 
more diftinctly than thofe who made it 
appear to have done, that we may not 
fuffer ourfelves to confound Queitions 
real and perfonal, to miftake one Ob- 


jet for another, or to be confounded . 


by different Views. 

That the Confent of the Senate was 
not afked, my Lords, fuppofing it a 
Neglect, and a Neglett of a criminal 
Kind, of a ‘Tendency to weaken our 
Authority and fhake the Foundations 
of our Conftitution, which is the ut- 
moft that the moft ardent Imagination, 
or the moft hyperbolical Rhetoric can 
utter or fuggeft, may be indeed a juft 
Reafon for Inveétive againft the Mini- 
ftérs, but is of no Force if urged againft 
the Meafures. To take Auxiliaries in 
our Pay may be right, tho’ it might be 
wrong to hire them withort applying 
tothe Senate, as it is proper to throw 
Water upon a Fire,though it was con- 
veyed to the Place, without the leave of 
thofe from whofe Well it was drawn, 
or over whofe Ground it-was carried, 

If the Liberties of Deguéia be really 
in Danger, if our Treaties oblige us to 
aflift the Queen of Hungruland againit 
the Invaders of her Dominions, if the 
Ambition of Blefu/cu requires to be re 
preffed, and the Powers of 4//emannu 
to be animated againft her by the cer- 
tain Profpect of a vigorous Support, | 
cannot difcover the Propriety of this 
Motion, even fuppofing, that we have 
not found from the Minitters all the 
Refpe& that we have a Right io de 
mand. Asa lawful Authority may do 
wrong, fo right may be fometimes 
done by an unlawful Power, and fure- 
ly, though Ufurpation ought to be pu- 
nified, the Benefits which have been 
procured by it, are not to be thrown 
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away. We may retain the. Troops 
that have been hired, if they are ufe-

I am, indeed, far from thinking, 
that when your Lordfhips have fufli-

ciently examined the Affair, you will) 


think your Privileges invaded; or the 
Publick trepanned by Aftifice into ex- 
penfive Meafures ; fince it will appear 
that the Miniftry in reality preferred 
the moft honeit to the fafeit Methods 
of Proceeding, and chofe rather © 
hazard themfelves than to practice or 
appear to practife any Fraud upon their 
Country. 

When it was refolved m Council t0 
take the Troops of Hanevra into the 
Pay of Lilliput, a Refolution which, 
as your Lordfhips have already beet 
informed, was made only a few Days 
before the Senate rofe, it was natural 
to confider, Whether the Confent of 
the Senaté fhould not be demanded; 
but when it appeared upcn Reflection, 
that.to bring an Affair of fo great Im- 
portance before the laft Remnant of a 
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Houfe of Clinabs, after far the greater 
Part had retired to the Care of their 
own Affairs, would be fufpected as 
fraudulent, and might give the Na- 
tion Reafon to fear, that fuch Mea- 
{ures were intended as the Minifters 
were afraid of laying before a full 
Senate. It was thought more proper 
to defer the Application to the next 
Seffion, and te venture upon the Mea- 
fures that were formed, upon a full 
Conviction of their Neceffity. 

This Conduét, my Lords, was ex- 
aéily conformable to the Demands of 
thofe, by whom the Court has hitherto 
been oppofed, and who have fignalifed 
themfelves as the moft watchful Guar- 
dians of Liberty. Among thefe Men 
Votes of Credit have never been men- 
tioned but with Deteftation, as Acts of 
implicite Confidence, by which the 
Riches of the Nation are thrown down 
at the Fect of the Miniftry to be fquan- 
dred at Pleafure. When it has been 
urged, that Emergencies may arife, 
during the Recefs of the Senate, which 
may produce a Neceffity of Expences; 
and that therefore fome Credit ought 
to be given which may enable the 
Crown to provide againft Accidents, 
it has been anfwered, that the Ex- 
pences which are incurred during 
the Recefs of the Senate will be either 
neceflary or not; that if they are ne- 
ceflary, the Miniftry have no Reafon 
to diftruft the Approbation of the Se- 
nate, but if they are ufelefs,they ought 
not to expect it. And that, inftead of 
defiring to be exempted from any fub- 
fequent Cenfures, and to be fecured 
in Exactions or Prodigality by a pre- 
vious Vote, they ought willingly to 
adminifter the publick Affairs at their 
own Hazard, and await the Judg- 
ment of the Senate, when the Time 
thal! come, in which their Proceedings 
are laid before it. 

Such have hithe:to been theSentiments 
of the mof zealous Advocates for the 
Rights of the People; nor did I expect 
from any Man who defised to appear 


} under that Character, that he would 


cenfure the Miniftry for having thrown 
(O.tsber 1743.) 
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themfelves upon the Judgment of the 
Senate, and neglected to fecure them- 
felves by any previous Applications, for 
having trufted in their own Integrity, 
and expofed their Condu& to an open 
Examination without Subterfuges and 


without Precautions. I did not ima- 
gine, my Lords, that a Senate, upon 
whofe Decifion all the Meafures which 
have been taken, fo apparently depend, 
would have been ftiled a Senate con- 
vened only to regifler the Determina- 
tions of the Miniftry, or that any of 
your Lordthips would think his Privi- 
leges diminifhed, becaufe Money was 
not demanded before the Ule of it was 
fully known. 

If we lay afide, my Lords, all En- 
quiries into Precedents, and, without

Method of Proceeding have fhown 
equal Regard to the Senate, or equal 
Confidence in their Juftice and their 
Wifdom. Had they defired a Vote 
of Credit, it might have been juftly 
objected, that they required to be 
truited with the pablick Money, with- 
out declaring or being able to declare, 
how it was to be employed, that 
either they queitioned the Wifdom or 
Honelty of the Senate; and therefore 
durit undertake nothing, till they were 
fecure of the Supplies neceflary for 
the Execution of it. Had they in- 
formed both Houfes of their whole 
Scheme, they might have been ftill 
charged, and charged with great Ap- 
pearance of Juitice, with having pre- 
ferred their own Safety to that of the. 
Publick, and having rather difcovered 
their Defigns to the Enemy than trutt- 
ed to the Judgment of the Senate; nor 
could any Excufe have bzen made for 
a Conduct fo contrary to all the Rules 
of War; but fuch as muit have 4if- 
honoured either the Miniiters cr the 
Senate, fuch as muft have imply’d, 
either that the Meafures intended were 
unworthy of Approbation, or thac 
they were by no Means certain, that

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even the beft Conduct would not be Kind, fach as no national Afflembly k 


cenfured. 

Thefe Objections they forefaw and 
allowed to be valid; and therefore 
generoufly determined to perfue the 
End which every Man was fuppofed 
to approve, by the beft Means which 
they could difcover, and to refer their 
Condué to a full Senate, in which 
they did not doubt, but their Integri- 
ty, and perhaps their Succefs, would 
find them Vindicators; inftead of apply- 
ing therefore to the Remains of the 
Clinabs, a few Days before the gene- 
ral Recefs, inftead of affembling their 
Friends by private Intimations, at a 
‘Time when mokt of thofe, from whom 
they might have dreaded Oppofition 
had retired, they determined to at- 
tempt at their own Hazard whatever 
they judged neceflary for the Promo- 
tion of the common Caufe, and to re- 
fer their Meafures to the Senate, when 
it fhould be again affembled. 

The Manner in which one of the 
noble Lords, who have fpoken in Sup- 
port. of the Addrefs, has thought it 
neceflary, that they fhould have appli- 
ed to us, is indeed fomewhat extraor-- 
dinary, fuch as is certainly without 
Precedent, and fuch as is not very 
coniiften’ with the conftituent Rights 
of the di :nt Powers of the Legifla- 
ture. His wordfhip has been pleafed 
to remark, that the Crown has enter- 
ed into a Treaty, and to afk why that 
Treaty was not previoufly laid before 
the Senate for its Approbation ? 

I know not, my Lords, with what 
Propriety this Contract for the Troops 
of Hanevro can be termed a Treaty. 
It is well known, that no Power in 
this Kingdom can enter into a Treaty 
with a foreign State except the Em- 
peror; and it is equally certain, that, 
with Regard to Hanevro, the fame 
Right is limited to the Flector. This 


‘Treaty therefore, my Lords, is a’'Trea- 

r of the fame Perfon with himfelf, a 
l'reaty of which the two Counterparts 
are to receive their Ratification from 
being figned with the fame Hand. 
‘Fhis, furely, is a Treaty of a new 





has yet confidered. Had any other 
Power of Lilliput than its Emperor, 
or in Hanevro any other than the E- 


A leétor, the Right of entering into pub- 


lick Engagements, a Treaty might 
have been made, but as the Contti- 
tution of both Nations is formed, the 
Treaty is merely chimerical and abfo- 
lutely impoffible. 

Had fuch a Treaty, as is thus vain- 
ly imagined, been really made, it 
would yet be as inconfiftent with the 
fundamental Eftablifhment of the Em- 
pire, to require that before it was ra- 
tified, it fhould have been laid before 
the Senate. To make Treaties, as 
to make War, is the acknowledged 
and eftablifhed Prerogative of the 
Crown.

Defign, my Lords, has the Greatnefs B 


of the Blefufeudian Power been exag- 
gerated, the Faith of the King of Sa- 
drinia queftioned, and the King of 
Parufby reprefented as determined to 
fupport the Pretenfions of the Emper- 
or; with this View has our natural 
Strength been depreciated and all our 
Meafures and Hopes have been ridi- 
culed, with Wantonnefs, not very 
confiftent with the Character of a Lif- 
liputian Patriot. 

Mott of thefe Arguments, my Lords, 


have been already anfwered, and an- D 


{wered in fuch a Manner as has, I be- 
lieve, not failed of convincing every 
Lord of their Infufficiency, unlefs per- 
haps thofe are to be excepted by whom 
they were. offered. It has with great 
Propriety been obferved, that the In- 
confiitency imputed to his Majefty in 
oppofing the Emperor for whom he 
voted, is merely imaginary ; fince it is 
not a neceflary Confequence, that he 
for whom he voted is therefore lawful- 
ly elected ; and becaufe his Majefty 
does not engage in this War for the F 
ake of dethroning the Emperor, but 
of fupporting the Pragmatick Sanétion, 
nor does he oppofe him as the Head 
of the Allemannuan Body, but as the 
lnvader of the Dominions of Aurifia. 
With Regard to the propriety ofc 
Maintaining the durian Fami'y in its 
prefent Pofleffions, and of raifing it, if 
our Arms should be profperous, to its 
ancient Greatnefs, it has been fhown, 
that no other Power is able to defend 
Degulia either againft the Koranbecs 
on one Part, or the Biefujcudians on 
the other, two Powers equally pro- 
fefing the deitruétive Intention of ex- 
tending their Dominions without Li- 
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mits, and of trampling upon the Privi- 
leges and Liberties of all the Reft of 
Mankind. 

It has been fhown, that the general 
endeavoured to intimidate us by turn- A Scheme of Policy uniformly perfued 


by our Anceftors in every Period of 
Time, fince the Increafe of the Blefu/- 
cudian Greatnefs, has been to preferve 
an Equipoife of Power, by which all 
the {maller States are preferved in Se- 
curity. It is apparent that by this 
Scheme alone can the Happinefs of 
Mankind be preferved, and that no 
other Family but that of Auriffa is able 
to balance the Houfe of Buorbon. 
This Equipoife of Power has by 
fome Lords been imagined an airy 
Scheme, a pleafing Speculation which, 
however it may amufe the Imaginati- 
on, can never be reduced to Praétice. 
It has been afferted, that the State of 
Nations is always variable, that Do- 
minion is every Day transferred by 
Ambition or by Cafualties, that Inhe- 
ritances fall by want of Heirs into other 
Hands, and that Kingdoms are by one 
Accident divided at one time, and at 
other times confolidated by a different 
Event; that to be the Guardians of 
all thofe, whofe Credulity or Folly 
may betray them ‘to concur with the 
Ambition of an artful Neighbour and 
to promote the Oppreflion of them- 
felves, is an endleis Tafk, and that to 
obviate ali the Accidents by which 
Provinces may change their Matters is 
an Undertaking to which no human 
Forefight is equal; that we have not 
a Right to hinder the Courfe of Sucw 
ceffion for: our own Intereft, nor to 
obitruct thofe Contraéts which inde- 
pendentPrincesare perfuaded to make, 
however contrary to their own Interett 
or to the general Advantage of Man- 
kind. And it has been concluded by 
thofe Reafoners, that we fhould fhew 
the higheft Degree of Wifdom, and 
the trueft, though not the moft refin- 
ed, Policy, by attending fteadily to our 
own Intereft, by improving theDiffen- 
fions of our Neighbours to our own 
Advantage, by extending our Com- 
merce, and eucreafidg our Riches, 
with- 
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without any Regard to the Happinefs 
or Mifery,. Freedom or Slavery of the 
Rett of Mankind. 

I believe, I need notvery laboriouf- 
ly collect Arguments to prove to your 
Lordthips, that this Scheme of felfifh 
Negligence, of fupine Tranquillity, 
is equally imprudent and ungenerous, 
fince if we examine the Hiftory of the 
laft Century, we fhall eafily difcover, 
that if this Nation had not interpofed, 
the Blefufudians had now been Maf- 
ters of more than half Degulia; and 
it cannot be imagined, that they would 
have fuffercd us to fet them at Def- 
ance in the midft of their Greatnefs, 
that they would have fpared us out 

f Tendernefs, or forborne to attack 

us out Of Fear. What the Jberians 
attempted, tho” unfuccefsfuliy, from 
amore difant Part of the World, in 
the Pride of their Columbian Affu- 
ence, would certainly have been once 
more endeavoured by £lefesu with 
far greater Advantages, and as it may 
be imagined, with a different Event. 

That it would have been endea- 
voured, cannot be doubted, becaufe 
theEndeavour would rot have been ha- 
zardous; by once defeating our Fleet, 
they might land their Forces, which 
might be wafted over in a very fhort 
Time, and by a fingle Viition y they 
might conquer all the Ifland, or that 
Part of it, at leaft, which. is mof 
worth the Labour o F Conquett 5 and 
though they fhould be unfuccefsful, 
they couid fuffer nothing but the Mor- 
tification of their Pride, and would be 
in a fhort Time enabled to make a 
new Attempt. 

Thus, my Lords, if we could pre- 
ferve our Liberty in the general Sub- 
jection of the Weitern Part of the 
World, we fhould do it only by turn 
ing aur Ifland intoa Garrifon, by lay- 
ing afide all other Employment than 
the Study of War, and by 
our only Care to watch our Coaits : A 
State which, furely, qught to be a- 
voided at almolt any Expence and at 

ny Hazard. 

To think 
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Trade or encreafe our Riches in th 
State of the Continent, is to forget 
the Effects of univerfal Empire. 
Blefufcudians, my Lords, would then 
be in Poffeflion of all the Trade of 
thofe Provinces which fhe had con- 
quered, they would be Matters of all 
theirPorts and of all their Shipping ; and 
your Lordfhips may eafily conceive 
with what Security we fhould venture 
upon the Ocean, in a State of War, 
B when all the Harbours of the Conti- 
nent afforded Shelter to our Enemies, 
If the Blefufeudian Privateers from a 
few obfcure Creeks unfupported by a 
Fleet of War,

prefixed to it, which was afterw 

printed feparately in the Gentleman's Ma- 
gazine for December lat. And among o- 
ther reports there taken notice of, as hae 
ying commonly preyailed to the prejudice 
ot Dr Sydenham, onz is this: ‘ That his 
* works were compofed by him in Englifh, 
* and tranflated into Latin by Dr Maple- 
* teft.” The truth of which faét he 
thought not fufficiently evident ; and there- 


fore, as had mention’d it in the Lives of 


the Profeffors of Grefham-College, p. 275; 
he was pleafed to call upon me for my 
vouchers. But having the Works of Dr § 
Sydenham by me in Latin, my curiofity § 
did uot lead me to look into the tranfla- 

tion; and being in the country when the 
Life was re-publifhed in the Mageriag, 

























































did not come to the knowledge of ir, till 
upon my return home it was told me by 
fome of my friends. I endeavoured in 
my hiftory to ufe all proper care in pro- 
ducing authorities for fuch facts, as feem- 
ed to require them; but chofe not to {well 
it unneceflarily, where things were gene- 
rally knuwn, as I apprehended this to be, 
having often heard it affirmed, as well by 
gentlemen of the faculty, as others. How- 
ever, leit my Silence fhould weaken the 
Credit of what I have faid, not only as 
to that particular, but hkewife any thers, 
for which I did not think it requilite to cite 
my authors; I fhall, for the fatisfaction 
both of the enquirer, and the publick, ac- 
quaint them with the proofs of what is there 
related; and alfotake this opportunity to 
rectify a miftake, whichI now findI have 
been guilty of, in one circumftance con- 
cerning that fact.

cept the Schedula monitoria. What indu- 
ces him to think fo is, that he had not only 
heard his father fay he tranflated the firit 
volume, but likewife, tho’ he never heard 
him name the particular pieces done by 
him, yet he fometimes ufed to fpeak, as if 
the whole, ia manner, was {o done. And 
that he tranflated the treatife De hydrope, 
which is the laft piece cuntained in the edi- 
tion of 1683, is yery certain froma parti- 
cular circumitance, which his father would 
frequently relate with fome pleafantry, buth 

to his friends, and likewife to himiclf, in 
order to caution him againft inadvertency © 
and over-haftinefs in doing things, with 
which he was well acquainted.

And that Mr Havers was the per- 
fon, who did it, I have lately been aflured 
by two very eminent gentlemen of the 
profetfion, who were pleafed to tell mc, 
that they had often heard it tromDr Mon- 
fort, an intimate fricnd of Dr Sydenham, 
and who publifhed his Proceffus integri at- 
ter his deceafe. . 

Ihave no where faid, that Dr Sydenham 
was not fufficiently acquainted with. the 
Latin tongue to have written his works 
in that language himfelt, without calling 
in the affiltance of his friends. In the 
year 1666 he publifhed a finall treatife in 
Latin, intituled Mechodus curandi febres 
propriis obfervationibus {uper/tructa, which 
was printed at London in offavo, and de- 
dicated tothe honourable Robert Boyle. Aud 
the fame year came out another edition of 
it in duodecimo at Amfierdam. This Book 
conlifted of four fections; De febribus 
continuis, De fymotomatibus pate contin 
nuas comitantibus, De febribus inter- 
mittentibus, and De variolis. Anda2d 
edition of it was publifhed at London in 
1668, eorrected and enlarged with the ad- 
dition of a fifth fection, De pefte five fe- 
bre peftilentiali, and at the End a Latin 

m by the celebrated Mr Locke, which 

as fince accompanied the {everal editions 
of his works, After this, in the year 
1676, the Dr publifhed his Osferuationes 
medice circa morborum acutorum biftori- 
am & curationem, dedicated to Dr Ma- 
pletoft , tor which he gives the following 
Realons: tem ob mutuam, qua nos invi- 
cem complettimur, amicitiam benevolen- 
tiamque ; tum etiam, quia memo te men 
lius judicare valeat, fiquo in loco aut pre» 
tio habenda fint, quas hic trado obferuae 
tiones; cum per Jeptennium, quod jam ul.

them, you cannot wonder, that thofe who 
pafs thro’ the Territories of the Czar, 
report fo many feeming Contraditione, 
efpecially when I add, that io Countries 
in the World differ fo much as certain 
Provinces of this Empire differ from 
themfelves, in the Dep:h of Winter and 
rhe Beginning of Summer. 

There are’not, however, greater Cone 
craricties in thefe Defcriptions than in the 
conje¢iural Accounts which our Politici- 
ans sfurd, us of the Genius and Power of 
the Inhabitants of this Empire. Some 
wouid perfuade us, that the Czar is the 
maoit potent Prince in Ewrope, and that he 
is able to bring prodigivus Armies into 
the Field, Others again treat him as a 
Kind of a TZartar Prince. who bears a 
tyrann'cal Power over a Nation of Bar- 
bariars. The Truth is, that the Ruffian 
Monarch hath in bis Hands Means of ma- 
king bimfelf much more confiderable 
than any of the Nerthern Powers. Bur 
then it requires a great Rezch in Policy 
properly to apply even the Means he has 
in his Hands. A Czar, who would be 
trnly great, maft fo govern as to havethe 
Hearts of his Subjects, which is what 
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few People in that Country think of. Hé 
muft live upon fair Terms with the Tere 
tars, ahd with the Perfians, becaufe. the 
former are always in a Capacity todo 
hirh Hart, and the Latter are equally ca. 
pable and well inclined to do him Sers 
vice. By this Means one Half of his 
large Territories would be cover’d from 
all Infulrs. He moft, befides, obtain thé 
Friendfhip of the Poles, 1 {peak of the 
Nation, not of their Kings, which he 
may ¢afily do, if he prote&ts their Liber. 
ties. He may then entertain either | 
Peace or War with the Swedes, as the 
Circumftances of Affairs direét. But | 
thefe are difficule Tasks, and I venture te 
predi&, that Rufia will always make an 
pay ge Figure, fhining fome time likes 7 
fix’d Star, and wandering at others likea 
Meteor, according to the Wifdom of the 
Prince who governs, and his chafing Nz 
tives or Foreigners for his Council, 
I am, Yours, Gre.

as would be attended with great Lif and 
Inconvenience both co § City and Country. 

Thirdly, The Gentleman fays, that as 
all che largeit and fattett Sheep are fent 
to Smithfield, their Siz: and Weight 
eught to be confidered, in order to ga- 
ther from thence with exactnefs the To- 
tal Confurmption.

Kingdom, ard know alfo the late Im- 
provements in Lincolufhire, by foreign 
Seeds, Turnips, Parfly, Cole-fced for 
feeding Sheep, Drainage, and the acci- 
dental, but exceeding grear, Difference 
made by the feveral late dry Years. For, 
as in wet Years they have many thou- 
{ands of Acres of rich Pafture Laad, 
which is thereby made unfcrviceable for 
Sheep; fo, in dry Years a very great 
Part of the County labours under fuch a 
Scarcity of Water, that Sheep is the on- 


ly Stock which they can keep to Ad- F 


vantage. 

Lincolnfhire is generally eteem’d the 
grea eft Wool Counry in England ; and I 
have heard it affirmed, that the four 
Counties of Lincoln, Leiceffer, Wilts, and 
Dorfet, produce half the Wool of S. Brie 
tain, I own, Iam of a difizrent Opini- 


on; bur this I cantru'y fay, that ] haveG 


often travell’d 5 or 10, nay fometrimes 20 
or 30 Miles in fome Varts of England, 
and have {carce feen a Seep: Any one, 
who has gone from Loudon or Canterby- 
ry in the fine County of Kent, wiii not 
think, that I advance an Uatruth. 


As to the Notian of our not being able yy 


to work up our Wool; let any one but 
confider the Extent of the County of 
York, and withal how little of the Wool 
grown there is vended ont of tae Coun. 
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ty; but that vaft Quantities are boughe 
into it, not only from che neighbouring 
Counties, but from feveral far diftant; 
and yet almoft ail this is work’d up in 
lefs than haif the County ; and, notwithe 
ftanding chat, all other Bufinets is atrende 
edo. Nay farther, a very confiderable 
L'nea Manufacture is carried on in ano: 
ther Part of the County, a great Num. 
ber of Hands is employ’d in Iron-Work, 
in the Cual and Lead Mines, befides the 
many Watermen, and feveral Thoufands 
engay’d in the Coatting or Foreign 
Trade; and yet, every Year, like the 
Nothern Hives, pours out Swarms oi Peos 
pic into other Counties. This is no {pe- 
culative Tniog, bur, which, is much 
better, it is Matter of Fact. 

So far are we from wanting Hands in 
England, that cur Pour want Employ« 
m<ot, that is che real Truth of the Mate 
ter: And, if we fhou’d chance to finda 
Surpius of Wool, ManufaGtures might § 
calily be fet upto Advantage, and withe 
out Interruption to other Butinefs, in ma- 
ny Parts of the K’ngdom, where there 
are nune at prefent: Bur, | apprehend, 
th’s is not our Cafe. 

All thefe Fears are of a very late Date; 
and, as far as I can judge, had their Rife 
only trom the exaggerated Account 
which were given us in the laft Buftle 
about exporting our Wocl. They were 
well enough adapted to ferve a Turn at 
that Time; but that Warmrh is now 
over, and, tis high Time we fhould try 
to recover our former Temper. Dr Dae 
verant and Mr. King, feveral Years ago, 
calculated the yearly Produce of Wool in 
S. Britain at two Millions Sterling, when 
manniactur’d, at 8 Millions ; and _ this 
agrees with the Britifh Merchant, Vol. 2, 
Pp. 315, 400. From the Proportion be- 
tween the Value of raw Wuol and the 
fame when manufaétur’d, I think we cane 
not well rate the Wool lower than 7 i. 103 
the Pack, (which is 172. 6s. the Tod of 
2$/b.) and that I believe, is below the 
Piice which Wool was then fold for upon 
an Average; and this would make our 
yearly Produce to fall fomething fhort of 
267,000 Packs. Mr Salmon in his Ms 
dern Hiffory, fo lately as the Year 1731. 
fays, that we yearly fheer not lefs than 
12 Millions of Fieeces (Vol. 14. p. 47.) 
but as he fets the Value of the Fieeces t00 
high, (at 35. 4d. the Fieece,) fo, I think, 
he fets the Number of Sheep too low. 
And as to th<fe Gentlemen who fe 
vour the prefent Computations of out 
having Co Millions of Sheep in S. Britais, 
I_ would defire them cnly to calculate, 
what wou'd be the Produce this von 

cat 
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Year of S. Britain in general, or of Lin- 
colnfbire in particular, by Wool, by Shee 
and Lambs fold ; and I believe they will 
find it to exceed the yearly Rent of the 
Lands refpeftively, and, that the Stock 
of Sheep and Lambs only in S. Britain at 
6s. 8d.aHead, amounts to 20 Millions 
of Pounds Sterling. I fliall be very giad 
to find that the Englifbh Grafiers and Far- 
mers are fo rich a Body of People; for; 
when their other Stock, (Horfes, Beafts, 
and Hogs, @t.) their Grain, and Uten- 
Glsin Husbandry; exclufive of their rea- 
dy Money and Free-holds, are added to 
the Account, it will fwell it to an im- 
menfe Sum. 

What the Gentlenian fays about com. 
puting by the Land Tax, is putting it up- 
on a very uncertain, Footing ; Eftates 
being rated very differently to the Land 
Tax ; and (ome Countries in the Kingdom 
abounding tin Sheep, while others have 
very few incomparifon. | 

As to what the Gentleman fays. about 
the Expediency of a Law for afcertaining 
the Quantity of our Wool, he may know 
iny Judgement of it, by the printed Pro- 
pofals which I offer’d to the right Honou- 
rable the Houfe of Commons during the 
Jaft Seffion of Parliament, wherein I 
humbly fubmitted what I think an eafy 
Method for doing it ; and I fhou’d only 
defire to add this to it, that when thé 
Minifter and Parifhioners fign the yearly 
Account of Sheep and Lambs, as therein 
required, they fhall alfo. certify, how 
many Fleeces tipon an Average go to 
the Tod, as it ihall be fettled either at 
28 or 30 1b. 

I with Gentlemen wou’d confider the 
Tonage of 300,000 Packs, and what a 
Number of fimall Veffels it wou’d re- 
quire roexport them; And yet this is all 
to bedone in a clandeftine Way. I write 
not for Victory but Truth ; and a fatisfac- 
tory Anfwer,to my Queries in your Ms- 
gazine for May, I think, wou’d go a 
great Way towards clearing up this Poiat.

But, by a fmall farming Account now before 
me (not indeed quite perfect, but which, fo far

1725 inclufive, I find dire&tly the contrary. 
The Account, tis true, is not alike particuler, 
for every Year 3 but thence it appears, that the 
Wool of the fame Farm, which, in 1706, was 
fold for 175.

Wee sag aro fay, and perfift in it, that 


when France, having really no Intetcourfe with 


E Great Britain and Ireland, gets little or none of 


our Wool (as in Time of our being at War with 
them, or of a Peftilence there) Then it is, and 
moft necefiarily b-, that the Engit/> Grower 
fells it at the very higheft Price of all. To fup- 
port this Affertion, it has bzen inftanced as a 
decifive Proof )in the Time when the Plague 
was laft in France. One Writer + fays, that from 
1712, ta that Period, much Wool went, from 
Ireland particularly, to France ; the Confe- 
quence of which was, that it fell with us, four 
or five Pounds a Pack, and rofe again fo much, 
upon the breaking out of the Plague there (all 
Intercourfe being thereby ftop’d between us and 
tht Kingdom.)

There 
are many Families of thefe Peuple whole 
ly of this Colour, their Hair not excep’ 
ed. I leave your Virtuofos of the Roy.

from Waker’s Defcription of Da- 
rien; whoisthe only Author I know 
who hes given us the leaft Account of 
thefe Judian Blanco’:, tho’ in many Pate 
tculars his Re.ation is not entirely fae 
tisfactory.

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ftrange, but any Privateers { who have 
gone over the [#bmas, muft have feen 
them, and can attelt the main of what [ 
am going to relate; tho’ few have had 
the Opportunity of fo particular an In- 
formation about thefe People as I have 
had. 

They are white, and there are of them 
of bothSexes; yet there are but few of them 
in Comparifon of the Copper-coloured+, 
pofibly but one to two or three Hundred. 
They differ from the other Jndians chief- 
ly in refpect of Colour, tho’ not in that 
only. Their Skins are not of fuch a 
white as thofe of fair People amengft the 
Europeans, which has fome Tindture of a 
black, or fanguine Complexion ; , nor is 
it like the Complexion of our paler or 
fickly People; but it is rather a milk- 
white, lighter than the Colour of any 
Europeans, and much like chat of a white 
Horf>. 

There is this further remarkable in 
thefe Peop'e, that their Bodies are befet all 
over more or lef witha fine fhort milk- 
white D»wn, which adds to che whitenefs 
of their Skins, for they are not fo thick fet 
with this Down, efpecially on the Cheeks 
and Forehead, but that the Skin appears 
diftin@ from ir. The Men would pro- 
bably have whire Briftles for Beards, did 
they not prevent it, by their Cuftom of 
plucking up the young Beard by the 
Roots continuajly : But for che Down all 
over their Bodies, they never try to get 
rid of it. Their Eye-brows are milk- 
white alfo, and fois the Hair of their 
Heads, and very fine withal, about the 
Length of fix or eight Inches, and incli- 
ning to a Curl. 

They are not fo big as the other Indi- 
ans,—and what is yec more ftrange, thei 
Eye-Lids bend and open in an oblong Fi- 
gure, pointing downward at the Corner), 
and forming an Arch or F.gure of a Cref- F 
cent with the Points downwards. From 
hence, and from their feeing fo clear as 
they do in a Moonfhiny Night, we ufe to 
call chem Moon-Eyed, for they do not fee 
very well inthe Sun, poring about in 
the cleareft Day, their Eyes being but 
weak and running with Water, if the 
Sun fhines towards them ; fo that in the G 
Day time they are not to go abroad, un- 
lefs it be a cloudy dark Day. Befides, 
they are but a weak Pecple in Compa- 
rifon of the other, and not very fit for 
Hunting, or any laborious Exercifes, ia 
which they take no Delight : But not-

dull, and retire in the Day Time, yet

Some might be apr to fufpeét they might 
be the Offsping of fome Exropean Fae 
ther: Bue befides that the Exropeans 
come lictle here, and have little Come 
merce with the Indian Women when 
they do come; thefe white Indians are 
as different in fame Refpeés from the 
Europeans, as from the Copper-colour’d 
Indians in others. And befides,; where 
an Esropean lyes with an Indian Woman, 
the Child is always a Mo/lefa or Tawny, aa 
is well known to all who have been inthe 


D Weft Indies; where there are Mofiefas,

according as the Parents are, even to de» 
comp-uncs, as a Mulatto Fine, the Child 
of a Mulatto Man, and a Moffefa Woman. 
But neither is the.Child of a Man and

E like the Parents, but Copper-colour’d as 


their Parents were (fo that this Colour 
is not lineal or hereditary) Lacenta the 
Indian King, who told me this, gave me 
this as his ConjeQure, about rheir Cos 
lur. That it was thro’ the Force of the 
Mother’s Imagination, looking at the 
Moon at the Time of Conception, bur 
this I leave others to jndge of : He told 
me alfo, they were generally fhort lived.

delpicable to my Friends and Acquaint- 
ance, and as fuch am unworthy of any 
longer being upon Earth ; yet, thro’ the 
Merits of my Bieffed Saviour, I hope for 
Salvation, and when this unworthy Body 
is laid wafte, my Soul may ftill remain 
among the Bleffed, for, to the utmoft of a 
my Knowledge, Ihave wronged no bo- 
dy.

I obferv’d Mercury’s Tranfit over the 
Sun as follows ; the total Ingrefs OF. 25. 
37 Minutes patt 8 inthe Morning, appa- 
rent Time ; and although the End was 
not feen by reafon of Clouds, I am cere 
tain the Egrefs happen’d before 9 Mi- 
nutes paft 1 afternoon, , 

Mr Leadbetter’s Numbers and Type 
was wde of the Truth, nor did Mr 
Weaver’s, Type agree with Odfervation, 
the Ingrefs being madeon the other “Side 
of the Sun’s vertical Diameter ; but his 
Numbers agreed very well. 

I ufed Mr Flamffead’s Equation of 
Time viz. 16". 8". that of Séreet’s being 
now well known to be falfe. 

In order to have my Obfervation ag 
corre& as polfible, I adjulted my Pendu- 
lum by an exact Meridian Line which [ 
found in this Manner, about the middie 
of Offober (tor that and February are the 
propereit Months) I hung up two plumb 
Lines exactly in a Line with the Polar 
Star, at 6 a Clock at Night, again at 6§ 
next Morning Eaftward of the Souther- 
molt Line.
